EFFORTS TO INSTRUCT CON- 


FEREES OPPOSE CHANGES 


WERE VOTED DOWN 


AUSTIN, Oct. 22.—W—. 


The house of representatives 
refused to go on record to- 
day against deliberalization 
of the old age pension Jaw. 


The house voted, 84 to 60, 


to give its conferees on an 
omnibus tax bill no instruc- 
tions except to have the compro- 
mise proposal on members' desks 
by Monday. 


Opponents of a more restrictive 


pension statute 
urged 
that the 


house spokesmen on the committee 
be instructed to stand firm against 
a deliberalization amendment adopt- 
ed by the senate. 


The vote was on a resolution by 


Rep. Alfred Petsch of Fredericks- 
burg, offered as a substitute for one 
by Rep. Alf Roark of Saratoga 
which would have Instructed the 
house conferees not to consider de- 
llberallzatlon. 


• It was regarded by many mem- 
bers as an important initial test of 
sentiment In the legislature toward 
deliberalization. Some forecast the 
law was definitely headed for dras- 
tic restriclions and anolher special 
cession of the legislature probably 
would be averted.

Speaker Coke' Stevenson named 
as house members of the committee 
Hollis Frazler of Franklin, Jesse 
James of Cameron, R. H. Good of 
Cooper, Harold M. Hankamer of El 
Paso and A. T. McKinney of Hunts- 
ville. The committee was expected 
to start work soon. 
The vote on the Petsch resolution

the state. 
Petsch told the house the- legis- 
lature was facing the most serious 
question with which it had been 
confronted in years. 
No Way to Pay Bill 
"There is no way on earth to 
support old age assistance in Texas 
for all persons over 65 unless you 
impose a sales tax," he shouted. "I 
don't care what you have told the 
boys in the forks of the creek, you 
know that Is true. 
"You know industry can't bear all 
the load, and that the legislature 
simply cannot finance old age as- 
sistance at all as the statute stands 
on the books today. 


"If you can't pay the bill, there 
is nothing left but to deliberalize. 
You don't need 30 days of another 
session to figure that out. Folks so 
arguing are merely selling up a 
straw man and laying down a

Record Crop Of 


Turkeys Likely 


For This Year 


DALLAS, Oct. 22.— W)— A pro- 


lific crop of turkeys, likely to be 
the largest on record, promised to- 
day to provide the nation's holi- 
day tables with ample meat at a 
moderate price. 
The U. S. department of agricul- 


ture, in a survey of production, 
announced that a big crop of tur- 
keys is being raised this year, af- 
ter two or three years of decreas- 
ed poduction. 
From- a nestimatcd total 
of 


about 19,000,0110 birda n 1932 and 
1933, 
production fell to about 15,- 


000,000 in 1935, due mainly to tne 
feed 
shortage. 
Production 
this 
year, the department said, will be 
somewhat larger than in 1932 and 
1933, 
making it the largest crop 


on record. 
Texas turkeys will be 35 per 
cent more numerous than a year 
ago. 
"With ample supplies of turkeys 
at moderate prices and with in- 
creased consumer buying power, 
the consumption of turkeys will 
no doubt be heavy this season." 
the department said. 
The 
department 
warned 
that 


"owing to the big turkey crop this 
year, a rise in farm turkey prices 
Cannot' b» expected."

GERMA¥ACCUSES 
RUSSIA OF SHIPPING 


ARMSJNTO SPAIN 


AT SAME TIME DENIAL IS 
MADE THAT GERMANY HAS 


AIDED INSURGENTS 


(By The Associated Press.) 


LONDON, Ouc. 22—(/P)—Ger- 


many has accused Soviet Russia 
of shipping arms to the Spanish 
government disguised as food, an 
informed source said today. 


This source disclosed the Ger- 
man note to the non-intervention 
committee, transmltled lo London 
prior to tomorrow's meeting of the 
group, contained seven points.

charges that Germany has shipped 
arms to the Spanish insurgents.

Greatest Thing in the World' — 
and Drummond's masterly analy- 
sis of this Thirteenth Chapter of 
Corinthians should be read and 
re-read by any one giving serious 
attention to the 
subject.

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LESS CRIME 


Someone 
happened 
to 


use the word "kidnaping" 
the other day, and a friend 
looked up in real or well- 
feigned s u r p r i s e 
said, 


"Where have I heard that 
word before?" It suddenly 
dawned on the whole group 
that they hadn't seen a kid 
naping story in the pa 
pers for some time. Only a 
year or two ago such crimes 
were occurring so frequent- 
ly that hardly any family 
with children or money felt 
safe. They almost seem to 
have passed like a flu epi- 
demic. 


Then there are bank rob- 


beries. A moralist, treading 
on this ground, feels like 
stepping 
cautiously 
and 


touching wood, for another 
spectacular hold-up might 
occur any minute. Yet there 
has been so rapid a decrease 
in such crimes that new ex- 
amples are likely to be start- 
ling news instead of dis- 
heartening repetitions. 


Statistics support this gen- 


eral impresison, though not 
to fully as some of us may 
expect. In the year ending 
Aug. 31, there were 
189 


bank hold-ups and robberies 
But that was a shrinkage of 
40 per cent from the pre- 
vious twelve months, 
and 


most of those came in the 
first half of the year. They 
grow fewer as the months 
pass. And there are similar 
trends in other kinds of 
crime. 


How did it happen? We 


\.just got sick of being kicked 


around by 
criminals 
and 


proceeded to do something 
about it, nationally and lo- 
cally. 


CHINESE CIVIL 


SERVICE. 


The Japanese are not the 


only people busy in China. 
The Chinese themselves are 
up to a number of interest- 
Ing things. From Nanking 
comes word that deserving 
political satellites are being 
eased out of public jobs 
and their places taken by 
college-trained men. This 
Is of course an ancient Chi- 
nese custom. Scholars used 
to govern China, but the 
Bystem was abolished some 
years ago. 


The idea now seems to 


be not so much Improve- 
ment of the government as 
employment for a class that 
has been suffering unem- 
ployment. General Chiang 
Kai Shek is said to have 
promised regular jobs in 
the civil service for every 
college graduate who passes 
the state examinations. 


Education in China today 


Is different from that of Im- 
perial days. The state ex- 
aminations now deal less 
with Chinese classics, calli- 
graphy, archery and rites, 
and more with economics, 
sociology, 
modern 
legal 


practice, world history and 
the exact sciences. 


To further the "white col- 


lar" movement a civil ser- 
vice institute has been es- 
tablished 
to 
which only 


graduates of accredited col- 
leges are admitted. There 
is a plan to weed out in- 
efficient political appointees 
at the rate of 2 per cent 
of the total number of civil 
servants a year. 


It all seems rather re- 


mote from the steady ad- 
vance of Japanese power in 
China, but in the long run— 
which 
is really all 
that 


counts in the Orient—these 
measures may be found to 
have saved China for the 
Chinese.

There was a serious public 
principle at stake. The New 
York Times, which is by no 
means a radical publication, 
observes: 


"While the Communists 


are a feeble folk in this 
country, when it comes to 
any test of voting strength, 
they have complied with the 
law, have been recognized 
as a legitimate party, and 
have had a place on the of- 
ficial ballot 
assigned 
to 


them. Until they can be 
shown to have violated the 
laws of the United States, 
and of the various states, 
they are as much entitled to 
hold public meetings and 
make addresses as are Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. 


"To arrest them at sight 


on a trumped-up charge, or 
to forbid them to meet and 
speak, is to do something 
more hostile to our institu- 
tions than anything within 
their power. 


"They must not Incite to 


sedition. Let the police be 
on hand to make sure that 
they do not. They must not 
advocate the overthrow of 
this government by force. 
Let the public prosecutors 
of crime arrange to get a 
stenograph report of their 
speeches, to discover wheth- 
er they have "committed an 
indictable offense. If they 
have, let them be brought 
into court and put on their 
defense like other citizens.

ant 
than 
machines" and 


the "material resources of 
America should serve the human 
resources of America." 
In opening his New England 


campaign, the President also de- 
clared the American people should 
not tie allowed again "to be reg- 
imented by selfish minorities into 
bankruptcies and bread lines," and 
that the 1929 type of prosperity 
should be avoided. 
Ths kind of prosperity sought, 


he said, was that which would 
assure every 
American 
family 


eafety of home, old age, savings 
and employment. 
Mentioning the constitution at 
the outset of his brief speech, the 
president said he was standing on 
the steps of the capitol of a state 
"so independent that It did not 
ratify the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States until two years after it 
was in effect." 
The president spoke from an 
open car resting on a stone land- 
Ing. 
The 
crowd gave 
him a 


noisy welcome as he arrived and 
was introduced by Gov. Theodore 
F. Green. 


Gov. 
James M. Curley of Massa- 
chusetts also stood nearby. 


Following the speech the presi- 


dent started by motor for Wor- 
cester, Mass., -where he makes thn 
principal address of his two day 
New England drive tonight. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 21 
</P)—President Roosevelt 
opened 


two days of New England cam- 
paigning today with a declaration 
that "we will not again allow peo- 
ple to be regimented by selfish 
minorities into banktuptcies and 
bread lines. 


Standing on tha steps of Rhode 
Island's capital 
and addressing 


his remarks to Industrial popula- 
tions especially, the Chief Exec- 
utive said: 


"You 
have been told of regi- 


mentation. I am opposed to the 
kind of regimentation under which 
you labored and suffered in the 
days of false prosperity' and in 
the days of great depression." 


"We believe that the material 


resources of America should serve 
the human resources of Ameri- 
ca," he said. 


The president's address, com- 
paratively brief and first of five 
scheduled for the day in Rhode 
Island 
and 
Massachusetts, was 


delivered shortly after breakfast. 
Mrs. Roosevelt met him at the 
station and motored through the 
crowded streets 
to tha 
capitol 


with him. Gov. Theodora F. Green 
headed a welcoming committee. 


Statecraft and Reality. 


"I have said that what the pres- 
ent national 
dminlstration 
has 
tried to do was to adjust state- 
craft to reality—the reality of 48 
states which have agreed to live 
together in a machine age," 
the 
President said. 


"When this administration came 


to Washington March 4, 1933, the 
machine of our national economy 
had completely broken down. For 
12 years It had been neglected by 
those who believed that machines 
did not need tending. 
We tried 


to rebuild that machine, to mod- 
ernize it and to turn on the pur- 
chasing power. 


"It was the biggest peace time 


Job ever attempted. It called for 
energy In a hundred directions at 
once, for imagination, for willing- 
ness to face facts. 
I 


"Because it was a. modern ma-! 


ehlne it needed money in circula-1 
tton to get It going and keep It 
going. 
Therefore, we had to ob- 


tain 
purchasing power for the 


farmer, wor-k for the unemployed 
loans to industry, safety and cour- 
age for banks. 


Spent Enough to Get Result*. 
"How much did 
we 
spend? 
enough to get results—enough to 
bo sure not to fail. There would 
have been no second chance if we' 
had failed once. 


"You 
and I are used to ven- 
turing capital to gain profits.

GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF ESCAPE 
FROM WAR-TORN SPAIN RELATED 


BY AMERICAN CATHOLIC PRIEST 


GALVESTON. Oct. 21.—(^—De- 


tails of how an American priest 
managed to escapo the guns of 
the Spanish revolution and return 
home were revealed at the meet- 
ing of the National Council 
of 


Catholic Women here. 


The priest, the Rev. Jose Ax- 


plzu, O. M. I., of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary church of Houston, 
told friends of his narrow escapes. 
"Last June I went to Spain to 
visit relatives In the town of Az- 
peitla, 
said.

"I 
miles from Irun," 
he 
hadn't heard a word 


about any revolution untfil one 
day while I was playing with two 
nephews, machine 
guns started 
rattling In the streets. I grabbed 
the children and ran Into the 
house just as several bullets hit 
the house. 


"It turned out that the disturb- 
ance was caused by fascist raid- 
ers who passed through the small 
towns telling In a noisy way that 
a revolution was taking place. 


"I started to San Sebastian, not 


knowing it was a focal point In 
the revolution. Out in the small 
towns the people had no way of 
knowing what was going on, for 
communications were disrupted. 
"I walked Into San Sebastian 


and was captured and taken be- 
fore a military court. 
The city 
was under attack at the time. I 
was not dressed as a priest or I 
likely would have gone as other 
priests were going. The officers 
who searched me failed to find 


which would have 
Then they releas- 


my passport, 
Identified me. 
ed me. 


"At a seminary friends told me 


of the revolution but made the 
mistake of telling me to go to 
Irun. I walked most of the way 
to a small town near Irun and ob- 
tained a pass to cross the interna- 
tional bridge. 


"Irun also was under bombard- 
ment and bullets whistled by and 
shells fell as I ran through the 
streets. The pass was honored at 
the boundary and I left the strife- 
torn country."

An exchange of campaign blows, 
in which Secretary Ickes called 
Governor Landon a former "state 
socialist" and the Kansas govern- 
or replied that "the new deal 
was like a losing team throwing 
the ball around wildly attempting 
to score," intensified the Presi- 
dential battling today. 


Questioning Landon's 
"sinceri- 
ty" the interior secretary declared 
in a radio address, last night that 
In 1934 and 1935 Landon was a 
state socialist 
advocating state 


owned telephone and natural gas 
distribution systems but that re- 
cently he became a "rugged Indi- 


vidualist" overnight. 


Landon came back with a state- 


ment that new dealers had been 
charging, he was 
"puppet of big 


business" but now say he is "a 
socialist and the enemy of big 
business." Landon declared this 
was "typical of the confusion" of 
the Roosevelt administration. 


On Feb. 7, 1935, Ickes said, Lan- 


don wrote to him suggesting loans 
to states for "public state wide 
telephone systems." He added that 
in December, 1934, William Allen 
White, Kansas editor, was sent to 
Washington with a Landon pro- 
posal.

ers and persons employed in pub- 
lic schools, colleges and univer- 
sities, supported wholly or partly 
by the State. 


According to the Interpretation 


of Secretary of State, B. P. Ma- 
tocha, it is provided that the 
State shall contribute to such Re- 
tirement Fund an amount equal 
to that paid for the same purpose 
from the income of each such per- 
son. It is a matching plan. Each 
person so employed in such State 
schools, colleges and universities 
will likely be required to set aside 
so much of their salary and the 
State will set aside a like amount. 
This amendment further provides 
that the amount contributed to 
such 
Retirement 
Fund by the 
State shall not exceed at any time 
five per cent of the compensation 
paid to each such person by the 
State or school district, and shall 
not be more than One Hundred 
Eighty Dollars for any one per- 
son In one year.

In interpreting the Amendment 


Secretary of State B. P. Matocha 
said: 
"The 
proposed Board of 


Pardons and Paroles 
would 
be 


comprised of three members; one 
of whom would be appointed by 
the governor; one by the chief 
justice of the supreme court and 
one by the chief Justice of the 
Court of Criminal Appeals. They 
will serve for six years, one mem- 
ber's term expiring every two 
years. It would be impossible in 
this manner for any one individ- 
ual or official to ever have com- 
plete control of the board." 
The 
governor 
is 
given 
the 


power to grant one thirty day 
reprieve In a death case.- This is 
his only Initiative, however. 
He 


has the veto power on all rec- 
ommendations and he may re- 
voke paroles and conditional par- 
dons. 
This amendment. wa« given Its 


Impetus by Governor James V. 
Allred, who Is advocating its en- 
actment. It Is believed that its 
adoption may be a step toward 
ending abuses and stopping mis- 
takes made in the Issuance of 
various forms of clemency. 
In cases of treason, under the 


terms of the 
proposed amend- 


ment the governor has the power 
to grant reprieves, commutations 
of punishment and pardons with 
the advice and consent of 
the 


Legislature.

of clemency, commutations, etc., 
Is vested In the governor and no 
small portion of his time IB de-

tary, at Forest Hills, on Long 
Island. Mrs. Macy was 70 years 
old.Years 
and 
years ago, Mrs. 


Macy taught Miss Keller to "read" 
by "writing" words on the blind 
girls palm with 
her fingertips. 


A miracle of education and pa- 
tience later gave Miss Keller the 
power to speak, 
even to read, 


as sho became one of the most 
famous women of the past de- 
cades. 


But this morning time 
rolled 


back again. Miss Keller sat at 
the bedside of her benefactress. 
Mrs. 
Macy was in a coma, as she 


had been for four days following 
a sudden heart attack. This time 
it was Miss Keller's turn to try 
desperately to awaken recognition 
through her fingertips, as Mrs. 
Macy had taught her. But the 
aged woman died without rally- 
ing. 


Heartbroken, Miss Keller, now 


56 years old, said as she left the 
bedside: 


"My teacher is set free at last 


from pain and blindness. I pray 
for strength to endure the silent 
dark 
until she 
smiles 
on me 


again. 


"My teacher has gone from me 


a little while but I shall feel her 
presence anew when my eyes are 
blessed with light, my ears saved 


unto harmony, and my Imprisoned 
light set free."" 


Ann Sullivan was a pupil of 
Laura Brldgman, a teacher at the 
Perkins institution for the blind 
In Boston which was organized 
by Dr. Samuel Gridley 
Howe,

Howe was the first physician to 
break the walls of silence and 
darkness for a deaf and blind per- 
son, and Laura Brldgman was his 
most noted pupil. 


Ann, 
who was born near Spring- 


field, Mass., April 14, 1866, was 
virtually blind when she entered 
the institution In 1880 but 
re- 


covered 
sufficient 
sight 
to en- 


able her to read. She learned to 
study with her fingers and also 
learned 
to "talk" 
through 
the 


manual telegraphic or finger, al- 
phabet. 


In 1886, a call came from Capt. 


Arthur 
Keller 
In Alabama 
for 


help for his 7-year ofiJ daughter. 
Helen, who since 19 months of age 
had been blind and deaf. The 
Boston institution picked Miss Sul- 
livan. 


From the start Miss Sullivan be- 


gan spelling words into her hands. 
Helen repeated the signals with no 
inkling of what they meant. One 
day Miss Sullivan pumped water 
over one hand while she spelled

grasped that, pointed to her men- 
tor and felt the word "teacher" 
in her Jiand.
